OUR HARBOUR. .. 
' The long-awaited report on the 
development of Hongkong Har- 
bour has at Inst seen the light of 
day. ‘It has evidently bean in 
the possession of official quarters 
for some Censiderable time, as it 
bears date of November 24th. last 
yeur. Of the necessity of & pro- 
gressive policy in improving the 
facilities of the port there can be 
no question. . The increasing size 
of ogean-going craft, the possibil- 
ity of eventual through raiiway 
communication-between Kowloon 
acd North Chins, and the grow- 
ing demand for more wharfage 
accommodation comprise the rea- 
sons for Hongkong keeping itself 
abreast of the times in this re. 
spect. The last-named circum- 
stance in particular necessitates 
early action being taken, because 
Hongkong at the present moment 
is badly off for wharf space’com- 
pared with otber ports of “its siz 
and importerce, , 


The main scheme outlined is 
simple, end, 80 far as the. lay 
mind can judge, it sppears ample 
for some years to come 
st any rate. A big reclama- 
tion scheme in. Hunghom Bay, 
fovolving’ an area of some 48 
acres, ig proposed, and this will 
eventually give facilities for ibe 
construction of six jetties, zo 
arranged that big vessels may go 
alongside one face of each, the

Such extraordinary expenditure 
certainly cannot be met from 


‘[current revenue. despite “the 


healthy financial condition-of the 
Colony. . 
‘Tt is gratifying to note that the 
Tecommendations do net con- 
template the creation of « Port 
Trust “or involve undue pidéer- 
ference with private enterprise. 
It is urged that the Government 
should content itself with con- 
tructing the wharves and leasing 
them to private companies, these 
companies to erect their own 
godowns. There is cogent reason 
for this policy in the phrase -— 
“The working of the trade of the 
port would be left in the hands 
of thoae who have developed it, 
who know its special diffoultias 
and who, as fat as we are aware, 
are anxious to continue. it.” 
There are some strong abser- 
vations on past failure to carry 
out-.systematic observations re- 
garding the depths of water in 
different parts of the harbour and 
the keeping of tide records, which 
we trust will be taken to heart 
by the authorities, for, as the 
report rightly says, “ the posses. 
sion of such a. magnificent har- 


|bour is just the reason why 
“\everytbing possible should be 


done to prevent any deterior. 
ation im its condition.” Oa the 
general aspect of the report, ‘it 
has every appearance of being 
the roeult of s close study of all 
the essential conditions, though 
there may, of course, ba technical 
points capable of improvement. 
But that is necessarily a matter 
for the opinion of experis. The 
next stage af interest will be the 
announcement of the Govern- 
ment’s decisions on the sugges- 
tions put forward. 


The Empire’s Dead, 

To-day sees the unveiling of 
Hongkong’s memorial to the dead 
warriors of the Empire. whose 
“name liveth for ever.” Tha 
ceremony takes place, appro- 
priataly enough, on Empire Day, 
which serves as an annual re- 
minder of what Imperial unity 
means. The local‘Cenotaph is 
also primarily 4 monument to the 
men who left Hongkong to-take 
their placesinthe far-flung battle- 
line of Britain, aad fell gloriously 
in the fignt. Dulce et decorum est 
pro patria mori. Like the ‘men 
from other parts of the Empire, 
they heard the call, and perhaps 
it came to them with additional 
appeal, stirrings thefr:hearts the 
more because they Had travelled 
to this distant oytpost, and asnsed 
the full meaning of it all, for 
“ what do they Enow of ‘England, 
who only England know?” Those 
of. us who have - experienced 
the . horrors . of :.. war, . will 
need no jogging of-memory when 
the nnveiliog takes plece;. and 
even ihoss who.were not actually 
face to face with the sordid ‘side, 
of the conflict. will ‘remember 
what thé --late meent.
